The assessed value of real estate in 
New York City has reached the gigantic 
gum of. $17,119,659,544, according to 
Henry M. Goldfogle, President of the 
Department of Taxes and Assessments, 
who made public yesterday the 1926 real 
and personal estate figures. 

Deducting the assessed valuation of 
tax exempt property, which is about 
$4,700,000,000, the city is entitled to taxes 
on a tentative assessment of $12,419,- 


. €59,544. The total increase of the as- 


gessments on real éstate in 1926 over 
1925, including the estimated. special 
franchise assessments, is estimated at 
$2,077,280,144. Without the @pectal fran- 
chise assessments the increape is placed 
at $2,075,280,144. : 

The total personal estate within the 
five boroughs is $950,994,050, an increase 
of $116,036,500 over 1925. 

Adding the increase in assessments on

Two Derrick Ships With Power 
of 350 Tons Are Unable to 
Budge Sunken Submarine. 


DIVER THEN MAKES A TEST 


Bores a Hole Through the En- 
gine Room Hatch and Finds 
Compartment Water-Filled. 


THINK ALL DIED AT ONCE 


Officers Are Now Convinced the Sea 
Rushed Into the Craft, Drown- 
Ing the Trapped Men.

NEW LONDON, Conn., Oct. 1.—In a 
fairly calm sea today the derrick ships 
Monarch and Century used their com- 
bined power in an effort to raise the 
stern of the. sunken submarine 8-51 to 

the surface, but could not budge it. 
This was taken to indicate that the 
submarine was filled with water and 
that all aboard were. dead, but Rear 


| Admiral Christy, in charge of rescue 


operations, decided to make assurance 
doubly sure. So he ordered a diver down 
to bore a hole through the engine room 
hatch. This was soon done, and it was 
found thet the compartment was filled 
with water. 

During the night successive teams of 
divers worked on the ocean bottom with 
the aid of divers’ lamps adjusting the 
sling of chains and cables about the 
wrecked submarine, while men on the 
lighters were busy under arc lights fast- 
ening the surface ends of the cables so 
that they could be hooked: up by the 
cranes of the derricks. ‘

The great square décks.of the derrick 
ships tilted over, then the two derrick 
ships braced themselves and struggled 
like giants‘in a tug of war.

The steel 
cranes and towers strained themselves 
noisily, and shudders ran through the 
huge lifting platform, but the 8-51 did 
not budge. 

Derricks Make Repeated Attempts. 

At a signal the derricks relaxed. The 
Monarch and: Century gradually moved 
back to,an even keel and seemed to take 
a second wind. The signal was given 
and the two strong men of the ocean 
went at it again. With much clanking 
and rattling of steel, with steam shoot- 
ing from the hoisting machines and red 
puffs from the friction of rusty surfaces, 
the two derricks exerted their maximum 
combined energy. . 

The strength of the pull again forced 
their huge boxlike decks into’ a danger- 
ous slant. They trembléd like draft 
horses attempting to pull overloaded 
trucks up an impossible hill. 

The submarine did not yield an inch. 
The pull was applied for a long time 
until it became perfectly plain that the 
§-51 was so full of water that the com- 
Dined lifting powers of the Monarch and 
the Century could not stir an end of 
her. 

Repeated attempts were made on the 
supposition that the submarine might 
be lifted if it could be freed from the 
gand which had drifted up and partly 
covered it during the six days that it 
has been lying on the bottom. But 
when the wreck refused to yield in the 
lightest dégree, it became clear that 
the sand was not the only factor. j 

The Monarch has a lifting power of 
250 tons, the Century of 100 tons. Thetr 
combined pull was éxpected to raise the 
stern of the 8-61, provided that there 
was air’ in one or two of the com- 
partments.

Bandit Gets Life in Prison 
For Cambridge Hold-Up 


‘ CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct..1 . 
—A sentence of life tmprisonment 
was imposed by Judge George 
Flynn in Middlesex Superior Court 
today on John R. Allen,-conyicted 
last week of robbery while armed 
in connection with a payroll hold- 
up at the plant of Lever Brothers 
in this city May 14 last. 

It was said te be the first life 
sentence pronounced here for a 
crime of similar nature for fiftéen 
years. 

A messenger of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston was deliver- 
ing payroll funds to the Lever 
Brothers: plant on the morning of 
May 14 last when he was attacked 
by an armed band and robbed of 
$23,000 payroll funds. Allen, who 
was arrested in Boston in July, was 
indicted in connection with two 
other hold-ups in this city.

Thief Enters Mrs. Donahue’s 
Bedroom While She Is in 
Bathroom Adjoining. 


ESCAPES, LEAVING NO CLUE 


Robbery Committed 24 Hours 
After Receipt of Big Pearls 
From Paris. 


FOREIGN CROOK SUSPECTED 


Stolen Jewels Insured for $1,000,- 
000, Police Say—Victim Shared in 
Father’s $50,000,000 Estate. 


The theft of more than $750,000 in gems 
from a suite in the Hotel Plaza late 
Wednesday afternoon was disclosed yes- 
terday. The police, with Commissioner 
Enright personally in charge, were with- 
out a clue to the thief last night. 

The jewels were two strings of 
matched pearis, one rope alone worth 
more than $450,000, and a ten-caret dia- 
mond ring in marquise form. They 
were stolen from the room of Mrs. 
James P, Donahue, daughter of the late 
F. W. Woolworth, founder of the five 
and ten cent stores, and co-heir with her 
sister to his $50,000,000 estate, 

The thief, believed to have been a man, 
took the necklaces and the ring from an 
unlocked drawer ina dressing table in 
Mrs. Donahue’s bedfoom while she was 
in the tub of a bathroom leading im- 
mediately off the bedroom. A maid was 
in another of the ait-rooms of the @uite, 
and a masseuse waltéd in another. The 
man found the door Jeading to the bed- 
room from the sixth floor hail open. 
He aimply walked in, took the pearls 
and the ring and Walked out. ‘Three

“Although-they 
were g00@ enough to have fooled” pearl 
connoiseurs the robber scorned them and 
several other pieces of jewelry within 
his reach, ; 
Acting on the theory that the pearls 
may have been followed, the police, in 
addition to broadcasting a description of 
the stolen gems in this country, took 
steps to establish a watch in Europe. 
When the strings of pearls were pur- 
chased, over a period of ten years, the. 
necklaces were photographed from time 
to time and a minute catalogue of the 
peculiarities of each gem was main- 
tained. The pictures and the histories 
of the stones were released to the police 
of London and Paris yesterday by cable- 
gram. 

Insured for $1,000,000, Police Say. 
Mr. Donahue, who is a broker with an 
office at 270 Park Avenue, said that 
every agency possible would be enlisted. 
in the search for the jewels. He said 
that the jewels were fully covered. by 
insurance, and the police reported that, 
despite Mr. Donahue’s estimate of ‘‘more 
than $750,000’ as their value, the jewelry 
was insured for $1,000,000. At first the 
broker refused to discuss the robbery, 
saying that neither he nor his wife de- 
sired any: publicity, but later he talked 
freely. 

“My wife has always been very fond 
of pearls,” he said, “and after our mar-

It is the understanding, however, thet 
the United States Government has an 
unofficial ‘agreement With the” private 
banking houses, under which the ques-

t was explained that the total pri.ci- 
Pal amount of the French debt is $3,340,- 
516,043, and to that is to be added inter-

This total includes not only advances 
made under the Liberty Loan acts and 
accrued interest, but a debt of $407,000,- 
000 contracted by France by the pur- 
chase of surplus war supplies from the 
United States and upon which she has 
actually been paying, since 1919, in cash, 
interest at 5 per cent., or: approximate- 
ly $20,000,000 a year. Repayment of the 
$407,000,000 also falls due, as things now 
stand, during the year 1929. 


What Proposition Means. 


If the temporary proposal now offered 
by the American commission: is ac- 
cepted, and France agrees to pay the 
stated amount of $40,000,000. a year for 
the next five years, further accrual of 
interest on the portions of the con- 
solidated debt contracted by advances 
under. the Liberty Loan acts will cease 
during. thé period as will the payments 
of $20,000,000 in interest annually on 
the surplus war supplies debt of $407,- 
000,000. 

_ ‘Thus the total payments which France 

must make for the next five years will 

be $40,000,000 a.year and not, as some 

had at first thought, $40,000,000 in addi- 

tion to. the $20,000,000 already being paid 

ew, on the surplus war supplies 
ebt. 

The agreemént, by stopping accrued 
interest for the first five-year period 
on the Liberty Loan advances, will leave 
the total principal amount .opf France’s 
consolidated .debt to the United States 
exactly as at present at thé.end of the 
five-year period:

Text of Last American Offer. 


The last offer by the American Com- 
mission, made public by the American 
Debt. Commission, follows: 

We wish to express our high appre- 
ciation of the frank and earnest ef- 
fort of our French colleagues to find 
a basis for settlement of this, the most 

* @ifficult problem which corifronts our 
two peoples, 

We have before us the revised offer 
of the French Commission, that is, 
France should pay $40,000,000 annually 
for the first five years; $66,000,000 an- 
nually for. the following seven years, 
and $100,000,000 annually for the next 
fifty-six years, thus spreading pay- 
ments over sixty-eight years—there 
being important conditions attached to 
this proposal: which render these pay- 
ments entirely uncertain. 

The total payments offered imply a 
return of the principal of the debt and 
somewhat less than 1 per ‘cent. per 
annum. In order to illustrate the 
sacrifice which such a plan would im- 
pose upon our. people we may point 
out that the present value of the above 
payments if made in full (upon the 
basis of- interest which we bear on 
Liberty bonds) is about $1,750,000,000. 
This amount compares with over 
$4,100,000,000 which we have to meet 
in charges upon our taxpayers in re- 
spect of the loans to France. In the 
plan which we laid before you the 
present value of the payments which 
Wwe proposed would be about §2,800,- 
000,000 as compared with th® $4,100,- 
000,000 as above, so that we have made 
most. important concessions. 

We believe it is fully recognized by 
both commissions that the only basis: 
of negotiation fair to both peoples is 
the principle of the capacity of France 
to pay. e 

The Question of Capacity. 


The nub of the difficulty of the two 
commissions arises from a difference 
in judgment as to the future capacity 
-of France to pay without, as.we have 
stated, undermining her economic and 
social fabric, and this difficulty nar- 
rows itself.to the future rather than.

It was stated at the Treasury today 
that a second American offer s ited 
that con le concéssions t be 
made, but it was denied that at any 
time the Proposals had been 
brought down to maximum annual pay- 
mepts of $130,000,000 or less. 

In its first offer:as made public today 
the American commission sought’ to 
show that while in the Caillaux-Church- 
fll agreement to settle the debt of 
France to Great Britain called for sixty- 
two payments of about $60,000,000 each, 
there had been left out of the calcula- 
tion ¢ertain commercial debts between 
France and Great Britain upon which 
the French were paying current interest 
rates which approximate 6 per cent. 

The American commission. pointed out 
that about $682,000,000 of the American 
advances to France were in effect com- 
‘™ercial loans in that they were not used 
directly for the prosecution of the war 
and that if France hoped for an agree- 
iment with America’ ba: upon the 
terms of the Caillaux-Churchill compact, 
this portion of the American debt should 
be kept out of. a. general funding pact 
and current interest rates paid on it. 

The American commission argued that 
if this.was done France would be called 

to pay more to the United States 
in satisfaction of the debts than the 
total named in the American proposals. 


Details of American ‘Proposal. 
‘The statement of the American com- 
mission detailing its proposal to France 
follows: 

We have had the privilege of con- 
sidering your statement of this morn- 
ing. We understand this to be a re- 
affirmation of your proposal to us of 
the 24th instant; that {s, that you 
should pay $25,000,000 annually for the 
first five years, $30,000,000 ‘annually 
for the following five years, $60,000,000 
annually for the following ten years 
and $90,000,000 annually for the last 
forty-two years, this sum completely 
to extinguish ‘the indebtédnéss. We 
have atated-the reasons why this sum 
in our opinion is’ inadequate. 

It seems to us that you consider the 
above proposed annuities are an ap- 
plication to your indebtedness to us of 
the prificiples discussed between France 
and England as applicable to’ the war 
debt of France to England. But we 
wish t& point out that an examination 
of the $x settlements and tenta- 
tive’ Agréément between France and 
Englarid distloses’an entire difference. 
We find that‘: the-principles .of these 
agreements, if applied to the debt of 
the Uni States, would imply a 
larger gation the part, of 
France to the United States than 
contained»in our proposal below. 

For instance, in its treatment with 
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exchange purposes as 

mercial debts, repayable cur- 
rent rates of ‘interést. Alréady pay- 
ment is being made of these two cate- 
gories, of obligations.» On, the British- 
French. war-debt. proper there appears 
to be contemplated a settlement. by the 
payment of an annuity of ‘£12,500,000 
for sixty-two years. 

The $407,000,000 representing France’s 
indebtedness to the United States for 
surplus war stocks is, of course, of the 
game character as the similar indebt- 
edness to England. While there 
been. no separation into categories in 
the general debt of France to the 
United States, there are in the pur- 
poses tO which the money loaned by 
the United States was devoted many 
which are similar to those involved in 
the creation of the Bank of France- 
Bank of England debt. Some $682,000,- 
000 of the American advances repre- 
sent éxchange transactions, meeting of 
maturing commercial debt obligations 
and advances to the Bank of France. 
In order that the two creditor nations 
be treated on a parity this sum would 
also have to be settled on the same 
basis as the Bank of France-Bank of 
England debt—that is, as any commer- 
cial obligation, ah 


How These Principles Werk Out. 

These principles of settlement as 
applied. to France’s indebtedness to 
the United: States would necessitate: 

(1) The §$407,000,000 of indebtedness 
for surplus war supplies would in 
these terms be treated as. a commer- 
cial debt. It now bears 5 per cent, 
interést.and matures in 1920. If from> 
the 1th of June, 1925,. the. interest’ 
rate ‘be reduced to 4% per cent., the 
rate which we now pay on our Liberty 
bonds, and if the principal be made~ 
payable over a périod of twenty years, 
then -the annuity payments required 
world amount ‘to over $30,000,000 per 
annum. This is parallel to the exist- 
ing French-agreement for payment of 
British surplus war surplies except 
that ‘it is™based on a lower rate of 
interest and upon a term of years 
moré favorable to France than ac- 
cordéd by England.

DEBT PARLEY RESULT 
DISAPPOINTS BANKERS 


Their General Opinion Is That Our

While most New York bankers refused 
to comment last night on the tentative 
settlement of the French debt, pending 
a thorough study of the details of ‘the 
plan, a sense of disappointment was ap- 
parent over the failure to get the ques- 
tion permanently out of the way.

LONDON, Friday, Oct. 2.—News of 
the temporary settlement achieved by M, 
Caillaux iff the negotiations on the debt 
question at Washington leaves the Brit- 
ish disappointed: Any kind of step to- 
ward clearing up the financial chaos 
which has been preventing financial 
peace will be welcomed, but the chief 
question asked will be how far does 
settlement fit in with the principle laid 
down here that France must pay her 
debts both to the United States and 
Britain pari passu. 

No British Government could face the 
House of Commons with any suggestion 
for an arrangement with France which 
Was not as good as that she granted 
to America, and the terms of the Wash- 
ington bargain’ will. be scrutinized closely 
to see what they exactly mean. 

England. it must be remembered, al- 
ready has reaches a tentative agree- 
ment with France. Winston Churchill 
and M. Cajiilaux. in August struck a 
bargain, whereby France was to pay an- 
nual instalments of £12,500,000 till the 
sum of about £775,000,000 was made up. 
But there was a-string to the agree- 
ment. Such annual payments would be 
considerably less than the British Treas- 
ury had originally asked, and those, in 
view of the fact that the British tax- 
payer was borne down by his own pay- 
ments to the United States, were small 
enough.

“The Yale Dramatic Association will 
have quarters for which it has long 
planned.

work of the department of drama, it 
can prepare its plays on the scale of 
the stage of the theatre itself There 
will be storage space for scenery, prop- 
erty and costumes entirely controlled 
by the Yale Dramatic Association.

On the last, 
without the .expense affecting produc- 
tions in the auditorium, plays worth 
trying. out may be given presentation 
before they are .considered ready for 
the main stage. “Moreover, when fre- 
hearsal work presses there’ will be three 
places where rehearsals can: goon’ at 
the same time—the stage of the audi- 
torium, the experimental stage and the 
rehearsal room, These places will often 
be needed when different one-atts or 
longer pieces are preparing, or when 
different acts of the same play are in 
rehearsal. Moreover, three grades of 
stage are wrovided—the bare rehearsal 
room floor;, where there may ‘be some 
experimental lighting and ingenious use 
of curtains and flats; the fully-equipped 
main stage and the basemént; which is 
so arranged that the lounge’ may be- 
eome the auditorium for. the experi- 
mental stage when a pérformance is 
given on it. The whole building is so 
planned that the theatre proper, wher 
not in use, can be shut .off and ‘all the 
other parts of the building in use 
reached by other approaches. As has 
been said, the Yale Dramatic Associa- 
tion has its own private entrance. Simi- 
larly, all actors and stage workers will 
enter by the stage entrance. Students 
attending lectures and persons wishing 
to consult the teaching staff will use 
still another entrance. As a result, only 
the technical workers in stagecraft, the 
actors and the playwrights, will have 
entrance behind the: stage 

“The offices for the teaching staff, the 
general office, the greenroom for the 
workshop and the ‘amaller lecture room 
are on the first and second floors of the 
two-story construction at the left of the 
theatre proper. ‘On’ ‘the second floor, 
too, are the rooms for the making, dye- 
ing and storing of costumes., Close at 


‘hand, as they should be, are the dress- 


ing rooms for the actors. A staircase 
makes it possible for the actors enter- 
ing to go directly to their dressing 
rooms and when ready for the stage to 
go directly to the greenroom, which in 
turn opens on the stage. In that room, 
in bookcases shoulder high, will ‘be

Officials and veteran line builders of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Western Electric Com- 
pany and the Bell. Teleplione Labora- 
toriés, Inc., sat yesterday. afternoon in 
the board room of the, American Tele- 
Phone and Telegraph Company at 195; 
Broadway and exchanged greetings with 
Iilinois Bell ‘Telephone Company offi- 
eials at Chicago over the longest tele-| 
phone ‘cable in the world. The conver- 
sations were audible to every one in the 
room and marked another achievement 
in long-distance. communication by 
spetch upon which enginters and se oath a 
have been working for years. 

The ceremony marked the inauguration 
of commercial telephone service over the 
cable, which, in the words of an_ offi- 
eial at the Chicago end, ‘“‘makes New 
York a suburb of Chicago,” and vice 
versa, 


The length of the cable, which is 2% 
inches in diameter; is -861 miles,. 717 
miles of which is in- aerial sections sup- 
ported by telephone poles, and 144 miles 
in re nduits. Its message 
to that of. ten open 
wire lines.of the usual size. ‘The total 
cost was about $25,000,000, or as much as 
the cost of several] New York City sky- 
scrapers together. It required seven 
years to construct and lay the cable, 
which provides an uninterrupted service 
between the country’s two largest cities. 
The last splice was made near. Toledo, 
Ohio, on Aug. 11. 

A loud speaker such as is used for} 
radio receiving reproduced the words of 
the Chicago offictals with striking clar- 
ity td those in the room, who by turns 
took up the ordinary desk telephone and 
spoke with those at the western end of 
the. line. Only one telephone was em- 
ployed besides the receiving instrument 
or loud speaker. . 

W. 8. Gifford, President of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, dedicated the new speech 
highway to the service of the public and 
was the first. to talk over the cable. 
He said commercial service would begin 
today for the public at. large and’ that 
the cable should assure connection with 
Chicago within less than five minutes. 
Speed in making connections oyer such 
a distance, however, it was pointed out, 
is dependent upon operating conditions 
at the time such connections are sought. 
The company recently instituted what 
is termed a five-minute serviee with 
Chicago, but the completed cable is now 
expected to lessen this time appreciably.

TCHITCHERIN, Soviet Minister.of For- 


eign Affairs, who made his European 
début at the Genoa confererice in 1922,

He Stresses Requisites for World 
Peace—Borah Sends a Protest 
From Saklatvala.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Parliamen- 
tary representatives from forty-one na- 
tions met in the House of Representa- 
tives. here today for the opening of the 
twenty-third conference of the Interpar- 
lHiamentary Union, and at once launched 
into’ discussions of pressing world prob- 
lems, ranging from peace and the League 
of Nations to the security compact and 


The feature of the day was an appeal 
by Paul Loebe, President of the Reich- 
stag, to President Coolidge to move for 
world disarmament. He declared :Ger- 
many was already disarmed and urged 
Mr. Coolidge to bring about peace in 
the very heart of Europe. 

Dr. Loebe paid tribute to the Dawes 
plan because it had brought an end to 
the political and economic chaos in Ger- 
many. 

“The Dawes plan,” he said, ‘“‘is not 
regarded with unanimous sentiment in 
our country, but all Germans agree that 
it has substituted compacts in place of 
sanctions and has stabilized the cur- 
ee oe Oe Oe 
again, 

“Now Germany shebia “to Geneva and 
hopes for a securit y compact which will 
bring security and peace. between: the 
two great nations in the very heart of 
Europe, and this compact and these ne- 
gotiations are regarded by Germany only

400 Delegates at Session. 


More than 400 delegates from every 
corner of the world were present on the 
floor of the House this morning when 
Secretary Kellogg delivered the opening

gation sitting immediately in front of 
the German delegation. Several women 
were present. as delegates, but none of 
them spoké today. Speeches were deliv-

ever delivered, it was said, in German 
on the floor of the House.

Knowledge and acquaintance removes 
suspicions and intercourse softens ant- 
mosities.. Universal.peace has been the 
dream ‘of statesmen for ages, but- ..o 
one ‘has yet found.a specific. 

“The cure must come from the hearts 
and understanding of the people. They 
must be taught to think in terms of 
peace; they must realize that there are 
“better means of adjusting - international 
disputes than: the arbitrament of war. 

Arbitration and judicial settlements 
have a conspicuets place and are power- 
ful. instruments’ for peace, but there 
must .be more than treaties and conven- 
tionz, there must be ‘the spirit of tol- 
erance and willingness: to submit “to 
arbitration or judicial settlements.’’ 

Mr. Kellogg warned against the 4de- 
structive forces undermining the ex- 
istence of governments.

Carl Lindhagen; a. member of the 
Swedish delegation’ and the Mayor of 
Stockholm, attacked the Union for re- 
fusing to include.on its program a dis- 
cussion on the League Covenant, which 
he believes should be amended and gen- 
erally revised.

But @ representative democracy has to 
rest. upon the people who elect the rep- 
resentatives, and one of the amazing 
things to me in the Congress of the 
United States was how the people made 
up their mind to elect as Representa- 
tives men so totally dissimilar in thought 
and conduct—I mean people of the same 
State. 

Take, if you will, the State of Mon- 
tana. The.senior Senator was Henry L. 
Myers, , 1 mever think of him but that I 
do not havea feeling of pride to have 
been associated with him. He .was not 
a polished orator nor a logical. talker, 
but he had as fine a sense of justice as, 
I believe, ever abided in the breast pf a 
man, and ‘when he had once made up 
his mind as to the right: or the wrong 
of a proposition nothing could move him: 
Personal interest, ‘party zeal—all went 
into the. discard. He stood for what he 
believed, and standing thus he brought 
his career to a close with just one term 
in the Senate of the United States. 
Other records will be far more luminous 
in the way of public debate and the 
glitter and glamour ‘of public service, 
but no record will stand finer thar that 
of Henry L. Myera. 

His associate has since become a na- 
tional character (the Hon. Thomas J. 
Walsh), able lawyer, ‘splendid debater, 
clean in manners.and in morals, he, 
nevertheless, was and is a politician. 
He would have stood just as firmly for 
his convictions as did Myers, but he 
would have found’a way to not only have 
stood for them, but also not to be im- 
molated upon the altar of his ideals. 


Nebraska’s Contrast. 


Nebraska furnished exactly the same 
strange difference between its two Rep-, 
resentatives. One, Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock, who led the long, long and losing 
fight on the League of Nations question, 
a gentléman, scholar, long skilled in 
‘public life, a. world traveler and a 
ready debater, shining alike in the Sen- 
ate and tm the Social life of Washing- 
ton; clean, high minded and altogether 
lovable. 

At the same time the State had as its 
other Senator George W. /Norris, who 
had fought his way from poverty into 
the ‘United States Senate, About his 
honesty and sincerity no man can ‘raise 
a question, but although he has been 
suspicious of other meri’s intellects be- 
ing colored by the lives they have led, 
the callings they have pursued and the 
associates with whom they ve min- 
gled, he has never thought that mayhap 
he himself has been colofed in the same 
way and that some of his judgments 
upon his fellow-men have been rather 
too severe. 

Francis .G. Newlands of Nevada was 
a far greater man than any one that I 
ever Hard gave -him credit with being. 
The great problems of the West. touch- 
ing irrigation have been thoroughly 
solved by him. He knew the banking 
and currency questions and he had na 
small knowledge of our foreign rela- 
tions. All Newlands lacked was the 
necessary appropriations to have made 
the desert blossom ‘as a rose; to have 
controlled and conserved the water- 
ways of this country and to have ac- 
complished the most colossal work in 
the material life of America of which 
I. know’ anything. But there are two 
things of which I advise those who go 
to Washington to beware—don’t ask for 
too little or they will think you are a 
piker; don’t ask for too much, because 
they: know they cannot give ‘it to. you. 

His associate was that young ‘ and 
prominent Democrat, Key Pitman... As 
the years. have gone by he has grown 
In the estimation of his associates’ and 
the State has been wise enough to keep 
him in the Senate. I pin great faith 
in‘ him in assisting and leading the Dem- 
ocratic Party back to some of. its 
ideals, which now seem to have dis- 
appeared from the horizon, 


ii A Lesson From Gallinger.
